A letter just received froma correspondent in Moscow gives a painful 
description of the position of the Jews in that city. The authorities, ever on 
the alert to harass the unfortunate Jewish townsfolk, have selected as their 
latest victims the Chief Rabbi Winer and M. Schneider, the Warden of the 
Moscow Synagogue. Both have been summarily expelled from the city— 
the latter for two years, the former for life, Perhaps it may be thought that 
the miscreants who have been condemned to so severe a punishment were 
guilty of some heinous crime or at least of treasonable practices, Nothing 
of the sort. They have merely committed the offence of allowing a marriage 
to be solemnized in the new synagogue before it was formally licensed as a 
place of public worship. 
—one the religious head of the Jewish community, the other an aged man of 
seventy-tivewho served in the army under Nicholas—have been hounded out of 
the place like plague-stricken wretches. An appeal to the Senate 
elicited the signiticant reply that the expulsion was by order of the Czar, 
and that the Senate was therefore powerless to interfere, Unfortunately, this 
shameful incident is only a symptom of the barbarous treatment which is 
being meted ont to the Moscow Jews. ‘Twenty of their prayer-houses have 
been forcibly closed, and a month or two hence thei chief “Vhagourue will he 
publicly sold under instructions from the police. In this way do the Russian 
authorities vindicate the cause of public morality! But it is useless to regret 
the disappearance of the synagogues, seeing that there are but few Jews left 
to worship in them, Expuisions are going on merrily. The apothecaries 
and dentists who happen to be Jews are given seven days in which to leave 
the city, bag and baggage. Even the privileged” class are not safe : 
widows have to go, and mourn their widowhood elsewhere, so that, as the writer 
of the letter observes, they have no alternative but to follow their husbands and 
bury themselves. It is almost impossible to refer to such outrages in

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


R. Chayim Joseph David Azulai was the last of the great Sephardim who came 
from the Orient. He was a great scholar, a great mystic and a great preacher, 
and was recognised as synch by his generation. But what made him great for all 
times is the fact that he had aneyealso for little things, or rather for things 
thought little by his contemporaries. Along with his voluminous discourses on the 
Pentateuch which delight the professional Jurshv». he wrote a great number of 
occasional prayers and small tracts containing rules of conduct for the eve ry day 
life which are still very popular with many classes, these tracts (* Moreh 
Baezba ") was first published in London, 171. Again. whilst he was composing 
his bulky commentaries to the Talmud and the Shuleban Aruch. he was 
at the same time collecting materials for a Jewish Biblicgraphy, a subject much 
neglected by the learned of his age, but which is of the utmostlinterest to the 
modern scholar.

Azulai was also a great traveller, by which his bibliographical works largely 
benefited, He is said to have been the tirst Jew who was admitted into the 
great library in Paris, “ where he saw thousands of Hebrew manuscripts.” The 
story 1s that by something remarkable in his person “ he attracted the attention 
of the Queen of France, who solicited from him his blessing for her son, and 
also commanded him to write a prayer for her special use,” in return 
she conferred upon him the privilege of visiting the royal treasuries

Azulai also visited England. I do not remember any reference of his to the 


British Museum in London or to the Bodleian Library in Oxford. Indeed 
these libraries had not in the laSt century made those great acquisitions 
of Hebrew works for which they are now so famous. But Azulai found 


another object for his curiosity, This was the menagery in the Tower of London 
to which he refers in his “ Midbar Kedemoth.” There he saw “beasts even 
more awful and more violent than lions, chained in cages of iron.’ There he 
saw too “a very fine specimen of an eagle said to be hundreds of yeirs old, and 
go it 1s also marked in their books.’ What books could Azulai have been think- 
ing of? One would also like to know what has become of the Jumbo of the 
eighteenth century who had the honour of this great acquaintance. 


According to a certain tradition, Azulai also composed a“ Letter-writer, 
with the purpose “of teaching the children of Judah elegance in writing 
Hebrew.” Perhaps the AIS (letters of Azulai), published in Legnorn in 
the year 1867 are identical with: this work. The style is not 
taste, being too elaborate and full of obscure vhrases from the ‘Talmud, which 
only few would understand without the aid of Levy, or Kohut. But they are 
not wanting in a certain vein of irony which cannot be mistaken. For instance, 
in one of these letters, which seems to be a form for presenting a rich patron 
with a new work, the author that he took an not to aecept 
any money for it, but that he will feel suticientiy paid for his troubles if his 
worship will deign to read it.

The Rev. D:. Maurice Harris has just pablished (Philip Cowen, New 
York, 182) three further parts of his interesting “ People of the Book.” It is 


an excellent attempt to teach the Bible stories in plain linguage and, withont 
overlooking or minimizing the divine element, to teach the Bible nistory «+ 
history. It is simple in’ style and the parallels with ancient and modern 
secular history are appropriate. The texts, which head eich chapter, are 
selected with great skill. Mr. Harris's treatment improves as he proceads, 
and the work may be unhesitatingiy recommended to teachers for use in 
Jewish schools. 


A successor. D-. Berkowitz, has been appointed to fill the post of Minister 
of the “ Rodef Shalom ” Congregation, Philadelphia, now held by Dr. Jastrow 
who intends shortly to retire from active communal work. Tiis retirement 
will be an irreparable loss to the congregation, but it will enabie Dr. Jastrow 
to devote more of his time to learned subjects. Hence it may be boped that 
his very useful “Lexicon to the Talmil,’ the only one in English, will be 
soon completed.

Ignatz Kaufmann, of Kojetein, the brother of Professor David Kaufmann, 
of Buda Pestb, has translated into excellent German Mr. Schechter’s lecture on 
the Gaon, Elijah Wilna.

On Saturday night a meeting of the Jewish t nemployed Committee was 
held at the committee's headquarters, 1, Blakesly Street, Commercial Road, E, 
Mr. Lewis Lyons presided, suppo ted by Mrs, Lyons, Mr. Abraham Cohen, Mr. 
Abraham Lewis, Mr. Woolf Silverman, Mr. Simon Greenman, Mr. 
Simonds, Mr. Morris Lent. and other members of the committee,

Mr. Lewis Lyons, the Secretary, was instructed to forward the following

“ No. 16.—To the Chief Rabbi H. Adler. 

“ Dear Reverend—At a special meeting of the Jewish Unemployed Committee held 
on Saturday evening, November 5, 1802, it was agreed to ask you, as Chief Rabbi, 
whether you would receive a deputation of the Jewish Unemployed Committee with the 
object of laying before you the great distress prevailing amongst the Jewish workmen of 
all trades in the East End of London. 

“T am also authorised to etate that the committee have decided to have a three days 
barefooted march of the Jewish unemploved through the streets of London, not to excite 
the sympathies of the charitable, but as a protest against the individual mismanagement 
of industrial production. 

“The committee, believing that you as Chief Rabbi have great influence over 
employers of labour, consider that you would be abie to use that influence by asking them 
to reduce the hours of labour in order to absorb a portion, at least, of the Jewish 
unemployed. 

“In view of the fact that you are the recognised heal of the Jewish race wherever 
the British flag floats, the committee consider it mght to consult you upon the barefooted 
march of the Jewish unempiloys i through the streets of London prior to its taking 
place. 

“ Knowing as you do that the majority of the Jewish workmen of the East-end are 
trades unionists, you will recognise iu that the fact that the men are de-irous of helping 
themselves Bu oa@ing to the unfortunate fact that there are at least 10 000 skilied 
Jewish workmen partly and wholly unemployed, they have a claim for the consideration 
of the Chief Kabbi

“ Thus you have, at the very lowest estimate, no le:s than 59,000 Jewish souls of the 
East Eod of London on the verge of starvation. 

“The conditions of the wives and children of the Jewish unemployed, their 
distressing tales «f hardships, through no fault of their husbands, are most heartrendiug. 

Many of them who have been Visited were found to be barefooted and in rags, Wille 
their homes were destitute of furniture. 

* These and similar facts will be put in detail before the Chief Rabbi providing the 
deputation is received.

THE NEW ARCHBISHOP OF OLMUTZ. 


[STANDARD TELEGRAM. | 
VIENNA, Tvuespay Nicur, 

The sensation of the day in Austria, putting into the shade even the 
Hungarian crisis, is the election this morning of Dr. Theodor Kohn to be Prince 
Archbishop of Olmiitz,the first and most wealthy and at the same time one of 
the oldest episcopal Sees in Austria. One must be familiar with the significance 

-in German countries of the name Kohn, a derivative fromthe word Cohen, or, 
* Priest of the Chosen People,” to appreciate what it means in a country torn 
by the anti-Semitic agitation for a Dr. Kohn to be proclaimed, amid a salute of 
twenty-four minute guns, Archbishop of Olmiitz.. He has already been con- 
tirmed in his ollice by the Imperial Commissioner, Dr. Gautson, the Minister of 
Public Instruction, and has taken the seat which for centuries has been occupied 
only by Archbdukes and Princes, or, at the least, by members of the noblest 
families in the land. Never since the Bishopric was founded by St. Methudius 
in SUS has it been held by a person of inferior rank. The last Archbishop was 
the Langrave Friedrich of Furstenberg. Dr. Koln is the son of an honest 
elewish couple trom Wessely, in Moravia. and was hims-li brought up as a Jew. 
He was convert: al when a student at the eraienhiar school in Strasspity. and 
afterwards published a treatise on ecclesiastical law, which attracted the attention 
of Prince Archbishop Furstenberg. By his intluence he was appointed Professor 
of Canonical Law at the Theological College in Olmiitz, created a Canon of the 
Chapter of Olmiitz, and tinally the Director of the Chancellery of Olmiitz 
Consistory, in which capacity he managed the large episcopal estate so admirably 
that the Cardinal Archbishop and the whole Chapter were full of his praises. 
Being only forty-seven years old, he is the youngest of all the Austrian 
Archbishops, and will be the youngest of the Cardinals, for the occupant of the 
See has a hereditary right to the red hat, and is always proposed for it by the 
Austrian Emperor. When the telegram announcing the election of Dr, Kohn 
reached the Reichsrath, about noon, and was shown to Ministers and Deputies, 
the sensation was so great that the business of the House was suspended for a 
considerable time, and this evening it is being discussed, not only in Vienna, but 
throughout the Empire, The right of election of its Archbishop by the Chapter 
is a privilege which Olmiitz shares only with Salzburg. In every other case the 
Archbishops and Bishops are appointed by the Emperor. The Chapter of 
Olmiitz consists at present of sixteen members, eight nobles and eight com- 
moners, — Ihese are divided into two opposing Parties—Germans and Czechs. 
At the first poll in the Conclave, which is as strictly formal as that in Rome 
during the election of a Pope, the candidate of neither party obtained an absolute 
majority, and as a deadlock Was inevitable il Was agreed to elect an outsider 
the Director of the Chancellery. The Prince Archbishop has a private body 
guard dressed in quaint Grenadier uniforms. and on State occasions sits at the 
right of the Emperor, having precedence over every! rehdu 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The leader of the Independent Party in the Hungarian Diet, M. Daniel 
Irany!, who has just died at the age of 7), deserves the thanks of all liberal- 
minded men for his undaunted perseverance in the cause of religious liberty, 
M. Iranyi entered Parliament in 148, under the name of Halbschua. This was 
his proper surname, which he afterwards exchanged for Iranyi. In the famous 
assembly which gave the reign of Government to Kossuth, Herr Halbschuh 
acted as Secretary. But soon after, this was reversed ; he passed along with 
others into exile. Paris was the choice of his abode, and here he wrote a work 
on Hungary. The amnesty of 186. brought him back to ins native land, and 
he once more entered the Legislature, and in the following year the Liberal 
Party chose him as their President. During his Parliamentary career he brought in 
a Bili for Religious Liberty no less than nineteen times, and at last had the 
satisfaction of seeing it adopted. Such perseverance is rare and commendable 
and worthy of the chief, whose right hand he was always said to be. Kossuth's 
hatred of religious intolerance is well known, and we alluded to it in these 
columns only a short time ago. Herr Halbschuh enjoyed the confidence of 
both parties on account of his stern integrity,

J. A. Lazarus, Treasurer; Mr. B, Lazarus, Trustees; Mr. Lionel Hart, Hon.-

AN EMINENT JEWISH JUDGE IN FRANCE. 
:0: 

Ata recent solemn opening of the sittings of the Court of Cassation in 
Paris, M. Baudouin, the Advocate General, paid an eloquent tribute to M, 
Bedarrides, until lately First President of the Court, and therefore one of the 
highest judges in France, who has been obliged to retire through having reached 
the limit of age. : 

The Advocate-General in the course of asketchof M. Bedarrides’ career said : 
When President Bedarrides retired, our eminent colleague was the doyen of the 

sench of France, and the lifty-two yearsof his laborious career had but served to 
ripen his mind and augment his experience without diminishing his zeal, and 
without weakening the sureness and the agility of his quick intelligence. M. 
Bdarrides entered the magistracy on the 2>th October, 1840. Deputy at the 
tribunal, then at the Court of Aix, First Advocate-General, President of the 
Chamber at the same Court, he was in 1802 summoned to lead the gencral bar at 
Bastia. His firm and impartial attitude in the midst of the rivalries of an ardent 
and passionate people was not slow in attracting towards him the sympathics of 
all. But these became more pronounced and more touching in their manitesta- 
tion when, through his generous initiative and notwithstanding ail obstacles 
raised by party spirit, the unfortunate victim of a regrettable judicial error was 
enabled to take again in society the place from which he had been innocently 
driven. M. Bédarrides then had the noblest satisfaction the soul can enjoy ; he 
had done a good deed and had at the same time raised the prestige of the-French 
magistracy by showing to everybody that, if justice may sometimes be led astray 
by talse witnesses, it knows how to expend all its zeal in making every repara- 
tion in its power to innocence which has been unjustly attacked. On the I''th 
March, IXt4, M. Beédarrides took his place among our Advocates-General. He 
remained voluntarily attached for eleven years to the Criminal Court, where his 
words, disdaining affected ornamentation, but full of sober and measured 
elegance, brought clearness into the questions, often so complicated and subtle, 
of our penal legislation. As b'irst Advocate-General, he brought into relief all 
the science in the Civil law which had previously established the authority of 
the President at Aix, and he demonstrated that the breadth of his legal know- 
ledge was only equalled by the rectitude of his judgment and by his dialectical 
powers. Lastly, M. Bédarrides presided for fifteen years at the Caoambre des 
Requétes. All of us have seen him at work there, directing the important 
labours of this section with that active solicitude, that marvellous sureness, that 
exquisite kindness which characterise great judges and reveal the true-hearted 
man. Iam sure that at this moment | am echoing your unanimous sentiments 
inrenewing here to this eminent judge and excellent man, who having been 
appointed among the First Presidents of this Court is not altogether taken from 
us, the homage of our respectful and unalterable attachment.

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THE FUTURE OF THE NEW ‘SYNAGOGUE. 


0: 


As foreshadowed by us in our last issue, a general meeting of the sent- 
holders of the New Synagogue has been convened for Sanday week. the 2th 
inst.,to considera scheme dratted by Mr. A. M. Wartski,andalready unanimously 
approved by the Board of Management for the abolition of offerings and a re- 
arrangemefit of the seat rentals. 

In a letter to the Board of Management explaining the details of his scheme, 
Mr. Wartski points out that the abolition of offerings is now an established 
feature of several of the Constituent Synagogues. but he considers that the 
substitute therefor, viz.,an average taxing of all seat rentals, is foredoomed ina 
mixed congregation. His method for dealing with the matter avoids any 
increase in members’ payments to the extent of one penny. The basis would be 
on the payments of each member during the past three years being added 
together, and after deduction of offerings on special occasions. the sum remaining 
would be divided by three, and the balance would become their future contribu- 
tion to the Synagogue. The adoption of the proposals would immediately 
permit of the 11) seats now vacant in the body of the Synagogue (we believe 
the number has increased since May last, the date of Mr. Wartski’s letter) on 
such favourable terms that an increase of membership must follow. The 
scheme provides for 18 seats at 2l1s., 4) seats at 20s., and 34 seats at £2. prices 
hitherto unrecognised in the New Synagogue. An increase of membership in 
the body should mean a proportionate increase in the gllery, where 8) seats 
are vacant. Mr. Wartski believes that the abolition of ordinary offerings will 
Jead to better attendance on Sabbaths and festivals, to an improvement in 
the decorum of the service, and to greater liberality on the part of members 
when making offerings on special occasions, , 

The scheme consists of seven clauses. With the first three, abolition of 
ordinary offerings, re-arrangement of seat rentals, and ithe mode for determining 
the future contributions of the present members we have already dealt. Under 
clause + any present member, who finds that he is contributing a sum which 
would entitle him to a seat in a better position (according to the new plan), may 
be permitted to take any seat vacant in that portion, but he shall not occupy 
his present seat at a reduced rental should the revaluation lessen its present 
value, Clause 5 gives power to the Honorary Olficers, on the application of any 
existing member, temporarily to reduce the cost of any seat without loss of 
privilege to such member. Clause 6 provides for monthly payments of members 
desiring to make such payments, and Clauss 7 recommends tothe Council that the 
future assessment by the United Synagogne on the New Synagogue shall be the 
average of the income from the seat rentals for the past three years. 

Appended to the scheme are statistics relative to the income and expenditure 
of the Synagogue, the revenue from seat rentals and offerings being dealt with in 
detail. From these figures it appears that the income from ordinary seat 
rental in IS!!] was £746 4s. 6d. Under Mr, Wartski's plan the gross value of the 
seat rental would be £1,445 s., in the body of the Synagogue, and £106 1zs, in 
the gallery. 


MARTIN LUTHER AND MOSES MENDELSSOHN. 

The Rev. H. Gollancz, M.A., preaching on Sabbath last at the Central 
Synagogue on the Mission of Abraham, said that such men had risen up in all 
countries and at all times, who, heedless of self, had given up their dearest 
possessions, had left their home and fatherland, had tiled their all to spread 
the glorious truths burning withinthem. Joyously they obeyed the Divine 
behest, “ And thou shall become a blessing:” they became a blessing unto 
mankind by the fearlessness with which they attacked false and superstitious 
beliefs. by the persistence with which they fought for the triumph of reason 
and conscience, and by the activity and zeal with which they sought to dissemi- 
nate in the midst of the people the truths of religion as contained in the Divine 
Word of God. : 

In this connexion an event which was celebrated during the past week in 
the little town of Wittenberg could not be wholly without interest 
for us Jews. <A stately ceremonial and a solemn function took place to mark 
the name and fame of one of the greatest heroes of German History—ave, of 
Universal Church History of the Modern Age. namely. Martin Luther. The 
day chosen was the anniversary of the occasion, October Sist.

Naturally with the event itself. as emphasising the points of divergence 
between Romanism and Protestantism, we have to-day nothing to do; but in 
the consequences which flowed from the event, surely we as Jews may be 
expected to be somewhat interested. 

The deed which has just been celebrated with so much pomp and ceremony 
by the Protestant Communities of Germany, was cne which influenced the 
entire course of history, and its importance can only be faintly understood, when 
we say that while, on the one hand, it established liberty of conscience, it had 
the further effect of bringing home to every man, woman and child, the Bible, 
and its blessed teachings. In a word, “it gave Teutonic and Anglo-Saxon 
Europe liberty, greatness, and the Word of God.” 

Surely such treasures are dear also to the heart of the Jew, and the man 
who brought them within the reach of his fellow-creatures must be admired 
and adored by Jew and non-Jew alike. What Moses Mendelsohn in later 
times was to German Jewry and became to J udaism in general, that was Martin 
Luther to the Germany of his day and to Europe in general. Just 
as Martin Luther showed that Liberty of Conscience and the Bible were the 
rights of all men, so did Moses Mendelsohn (by his translation of the Pentateuch 
and other books of the Bible) prove that, as brethren,we had a common heritage 
in the Word of God and in the liberty of Biblical interpretation. 

May we never suffer this precious heritage to be alienated from the midst 
of the Jewish people : may we cling with undying fondness to that Book which 
is “ our life and length of days,” and found our conduct upon its principles and 
its precepts: may we preserve it with reverence and transmit it unto our 
children as the costliest treasure we can bequeath them; and we shall render 
ourselves wortby of the Divine Promise vouchsafed in the days of old unto 
Abraham, our forefather, “ I will pars bless thee and multiply thy seed as the 
stars of Heaven and as the sand which is upon the sea-shore. , , , , and 
in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed.”

THE JEWISH METHOD OF SLAUGHTERING. 


At a meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association held on 
Sunday, the following letter fom the Earl of Rosebery to Lord Rothschild was 
read :—~ 

Foreign Office, 
October 10th, 1802, 
My LORD. 

i am directed by the Earl of Rosebery to acquaint you that he has 
been informed by Mr. Scott, H.M. Minister at Berne, that 1n consequence of 
&(KK) Swiss elector s having appended their signatures to a Federal Draft Bill 
prohibiting the Jewish slaughter of cattle (by bleeding) throughout the ter- 
ritory ot the Confederation, the Federal Assembly will be compelled either 
to adopt the measure or to submit it to the decision of a “ plebiscite.” 

Mr. Scott adds that the Journ! de Geneve gives expression to a very general 
belief that the large number of signatures which have been obtainedon this 
occasion is the result of an evident intention on the part of the Radical party to 
discredit the right of popular initiative recently introduced into the Federal 
Constitution by the proposal to embody in the Constitution so mdiculous a 
measure, The Journey! de Géneve, however, suggests that it may denote the 
importation into Swizerland of an anti-Semitic agitation entirely opposed to 
the principles of religious tolerance solemnly guaranteed by the existing 
Constitution,

Sir JULIAN’ Gou_psmip said that he considered the Shechita question in 
Switzerland was one of religious persecution, and therefore quite within the 

urview of the objects of the Association. Although on highly delicate ground, 

e ventured to express ths opinion that the question of the surroundings of 
Shechita was one which, with advantage, could receive the attention of the 
Ecclesiastical Chiefs. France was far ahead of England in this matter, the 
French abattoirs included mechanical appliances of the most modern type, 
whilst in the metropolis there were some four or five hundred slaughter houses, 
some with good appliances, most of them with bad ones. Abattoirs were the 
great need of the metropolis, and, but for the opposition of non-Jewish 
butchers who were interested in the existing state of things, would have been 
built some years ago. 7 

The Rev. Dr. GasTeR pointed out that since the last meeting of the Council 
the order forbidding Shechita had been promulgated throughout Saxony. “The 
(;erman Constitution guaranteed the personal liberty of its citizens, and this being 
a question involving the personal liberty of an entire community, the Jews will 
in due course present a petition on the subject to the Imperial Parliament. He 
would remind the Council that the agitation was not against the mode of killing 
at all, but against the.“ casting" down of the animals prior to the act of 
slaughter. 

The Rev. S. SINGER supported the views of the Chairman that the graut ot 
£49 at the last meeting of the Council was totally inadequate in dealing with 
the anti-Shechita agitation which was of a purely anti-Jewish character, and 
threatened in a dangerous degree the personal liberties of the Jews in Saxony 
and in Switzerland. The Jewish methods of Shechita had been fully dealt with 
by Dr. Kayserling and others, but it would be idle to deny that the dying must 
cause a certainamount of pain to the animals, but putting aside the physiolo- 
gical considerations, it was of great importance that the pain accompanylog the 
chaining up of the animal should be reduced to a minimum. ‘There was un- 
doubtedly a strong desire abroad to repress Judaism, and the state of things in 
Saxony, with all its fine arts, was more serious than appeared at first sight. The 
only kosher meat that could now Le obtained in Saxony was such as was 
brought across the frontier, bad meat, badly prepared, and very expensive. The 
agitation must be combated, for they could not tell how soon a Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children might clamour for the repression of circum 
cision, A year or two ago he was in correspondence with Miss Cobbe on the- 
subject of Shechita, and he was able to refer her to so many authorities, that 16 
quashed the agitation which was then already beginning to simmer in Switzer- 
land. He would give notice to move that the grant made to the fund for com- 
bating the present agitation should be doubled, and he would undertake to 
collect the additional amount if neceasary. 

Mr. H. A. FRANKLIN said that Dr. Ehrmann had written a work ad hoe 
which gave such a consensus of opinion in favour of Shechita as would remove 
doubts from any unprejudiced mind as to the true character of the present 
agitation. 

Professor Marks said he spoke with the experience of a long connection 
with the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals when he said that it 
was not the mode of slaughter. but the tying. up, taking sometimes twenty-five 
minutes, which was so strongly objected to, At bie instance, Mr. F. D. Mocatta 
had drawn the attention of Dr. Adler to the matter, and there was an improve- 
ment for a few weeks. The Ecclesiastical Authorities should officially take up 
the matterin orderto reduce the pain in tying up. 

Dr. GASTER said that the Eccleslastical Authorities were fully alive to 
the necessities of the case. The Christian butchers were against the alterations.

A WARNING! 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISILE CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—In your last issue you announce the death of Dr. Gerson Wolf of 
Vienna. ‘You have not alluded to the fact that he wa: the son-in-law of the 
celebrated Bernhard Beer of L)re aden, trom whom probably he derived so much 
inspiration for his works on Jewish history, Wolf was not the only man 
inspired by him, for his personality seems to have been magnetic. Beer is one 
of the few Jewish scholars who have attained the honours of biography, his 
life having been written by no less a personage than Aacharias Frankel of 
Breslau. Possibly what made him so popular was that he was an eminent folk- 
lorist. Like all folk-lorists he was very conservative by nature. Being rich 
he was enabled to gratify his love of travelling, though it led him into coun- 
tries where his rigorous pi ty exposed him to much discomfort on account of 
the impossibility of obtaining hos/. food, 

It was an especial pleasure of his to ascend the highest mountains of 
Switzerland and other countries whose peaks had probably never before been 
trodden by the foot ofa Jew, and to proclaim from the summit the Unity of 
God (the Sema); or,slaking his thirst at some obscure brook, to utter the 
benediction Shr-hakko!, &c.. where it had never before been uttered. 
Sheruoth night he spent in sacred study; towards morning he was wont to walk 
abroad amid the beauitful natural scenery around Dresden, preparing himself 
for the reception of the Law. On Suecoth, despite his weak health, he would 
persist in remaining in the Svecv/ during the coldest evenings, Beer's reputa- 
tion often made his Svccvh the rendezvous of celebrities ; even Christian states- 
men and artists might be met there. 

There is. only one blot upon his fame, which, it is be regretted, 
his son-in-law has been indisereet enough to expose. Beautiful and 

erfect as his life was, his principles were unsound, The founder and 
sales of the Dresden Community, he thought it his duty to meddle with 
things winch were ‘the exclusive appanage of ecclesiastical authority, and he had 
the temerity to draw up a programme ot synagogue reform which even ‘to this 
day one cannot contemplate without a shudder, 

First: Abbreviation of prayers and abolition of repetitions, so as to bring 
the liturgy back to the dimensions prevalent in Talmudical times. 

Secondly: The introduction of German hymns into the liturgy, and of 
sermons in the vernacular. 

Thirdly: Discontinuance of the prayers for the -literal restoration of the 
sacrifices of aforetime. 

Fourthiy: The introduction of the organ and other musical instruments 
serving to regulate the service. 

What is worse, when a friend reproached him with his audacity in encroach- 
ing upon the domain of the Rabbinate, he replied: ‘ All the newer movements 
in Israel since Mendelssohn have never proceeded from the Rabbis, and in their 
beginnings indeed have always had to establish themselves in the teeth of . 
their opposition. . . . .- Leannot for amoment concede that Reforms which 
do not proceed from the Rabbinate have no authority, That many Reformers 
do not possess the necessary tact, so that their Reform does not meet with 
general approval, does not prove that it should have proceeded from the 
Rabbinate. Show mea single Reform that /«* proceeded from the Rabbinate.” 

] need scarcely say that my object in drawing the attention of your 
readers to thisimpertinent Parnass, whose arguments are all the more dangerous 
for proceeding fromso beautiful a soul, is to warn them against being entrapped 
by good men.

ORGANISED CHARITY FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sin.—In your last issue there were two letters appealing for help for 
kindred objects. On the one hand, Mrs, Adler pleaded tor the formation of a 
Central Clothing Guild, which should, amongst other things, provide garments 
for necessitous school children. In another letter from Mr, H. Hyams, an appeal 
was made for free dinners to be supplied to children attending two of the Last 
End Board Schools. These two appeals are typical. A very considerable 
amount of relief isnow given to schoolchildren through the boot fund, organised 
by Miss Moseley, through the dinners provided in Sandy's Row during the 
winter months, and through miscellaneous gifts of various sucicties and private 
donors. The schools have become indeed important channels for the distribu- 
tion of charitable assistance, and it seems to us that the time has come when 
such assistance should be carefully organised. 

It will be well to brietly indicate those respects in which present methods 
are imperfect. To begin with, the relief given is not available for all those 
that reauire it. Thus with respect to dinners, in some of the schools nothing 
has been done ; in some, dinners are given constantly to the poorer scholars, 
and in others, irregularly. As opposed to this state of things, dinners—free or 
otherwise, as a variety of circumstances may render expedient—should be 
supplied to necessitous children in all the schools, and on a uniform basis, 
Further, to distribute relief efficiently, adequate investigation is required, and 
within the schools machinery for such investigation does not exist. It 1s 
therefore a mistake to leave, as at present, the distribution of boots 
and other gifts to the teachers exclusively. The choice of scholars to whom 
boots are given, can only now be effected after the most rough and ready 
fashion. It is true that the teachers see their pupils day by day and gain a 
knowledge of them, which is, in some respects, very intimate. Their acquain- 
tance with them is, however. one-sided and frequently they have little know- 
ledge of home conditions. Some of the poorest children may attend a school 
for years and never be known as such. Kagged clothing 1s not an unfailing 
indication, nor are even pale faces, caused as often by carelessness of upbringing 
as by lack of means. The poverty of the more self-respecting parents may long 
remain unknown, while the more clamorous may succeed in obtaining help 
through piteous tales of woe, which would not bear investigation, if there was 
any machinery for applying it. So long, too, as boots are distributed by the 
sole judgment of day-school teachers and the superintendents of religious classes 
it is to be feared that regularity of attendance, good conduct and progress in 
studies may sometimes receive undue consideration. Now prizes are good 
things, but they should be distinguished with the most zealous care trom 
charitable aid, for the receipt of which necessity should be the only criterion, 
Investigation of need shouid, therefore, precede the granting of reliet, while we 
hasten to add that the teachers will usually be able to give much valuable 
information and their co-operation will be essential for the success of any scheme 
that may be proposed. 

a the Settibution of boots, clothes or food to school children, as in al! 
other branches of relief, the main principles to be adhered to are careful 
investigation, discrimination between the classes of applicants, and sufficiency 
of treatment, * Thou shall give him sufficient for his need wherein he lacketh 
as Moses long ago taught. And—which is hardest to secure—there should be a 
uniform administration that acts fairly to all applicants, not being sometimes 


severe and sometimes lax. Lastly, any new agencies

[t may be well to expliin why, throughout this letter, we speak chiefly of 
Board Schools, and leave out of consideration those under voluntary manage- 
ment. As regards most of the Jewish Denominational Schools, the obrection to 
working with them directly is one of neighbourhood, as it would be useless for 
the joint committee to undertake the eharge of too large an area. A modified 
arrangement, for outlying districts, such as Stepney or Westminster. wil! 
doubtless be found practicable. As regards the Jews’ Free School, it has large 
charitable funds, put at its exclusive disposal, and it would certainly refuse to 
allow any interference in their distribution. ‘ 

Questions of detail will occurin the minds of many. Hoot Clubs. already 


of each case dealt with. The signatories of the present letter may add that thev 


existing in schools and doing good work there, must not be interfered with : on 
the contrary, as much as possible, the work should be arranged on a prude nt 
basis. Where Jewish and Christian children attend the same school. it would 
be essential to prevent the jealousy and ill-teeling caused by exclusive yifts to 
one section, which were not provided for the other, either by the new society or 
by some kindred non-Jewish avyency, (dur StIONS of detail. such as these. te 
which we will not here add, would require careful consideration, but would 
certainly not prove insoluble. 

Having now sketched roughly the plan we propose, We are content to leave 
it as at least Sst rving to be a basis for discussion, it the Hecessily of reform is 
conceded, much of our object will have been attained, and we shall be satisfied 
if the Jewish public will recognise the need of organisation 1n this branch of 
charity and will make an effort, eitheron the lines suggested by this letteror on 
others of brighter promise, to obtaina greater efhciency of administration,

JEWISH LADIES’ CLOTHING GUILD. 
rO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir.—Wiil you allow me as President of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue 
Needlework Guild to explain why I[, with the approval of mv colleagues, the 
Vice-Presidents, have most reluctantly refrained trom joining Mrs, Adler in the 
formation of the proposed Jewish Ladies’ Clothing Guild, 

Qur Guild was founded in October 18\'1, on. the suggestion of the authorities 
of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. They were anxious that the beneficent 
utility of the synagogue should be incre ised by the ladies of the congregation 
combining for the performance of good works; and that the synagogue itself 
should be strengthened by the lady members acquiring a status within its 
organisation. 

Asa ftirst step towards this dual object the Gruild has proved a gratifying 
success. During our first year we have collected 1s) new garments, and our 
congregational life has been quickened and is likely in time to take fresh bene- 
ficial developments through the invaluable labours of our recruits. In view of 
these considerations it will not, | hope, SUPpEise the community if we hold aloof 
from Mrs. Adler's proposal “to amalgamate these various separate smaller 
Guilds by the establishment of a Central Jewish Ladies’ Clothing Guild.” 

To acquiesce in this proposal would mean the extinction of our Synagogue 
(;uild and the impairing of the congregational vitality.as a centre of beneticent 
works without, as far as I can see, any adequate cause. 

On the contrary, Mrs. Adler can best promote her laudable scheme by looking 
to the various synagogues to supply the collecting centres which are essential to 
the success of a lurge organisation. It Mrs. Adler could prevail on other 
synagogues to follow our example in forming local Guilds, it would be easy to 
devise a plan for the creation of a Central Council of Guild delegates for the 
purpose of distribution, and to such a Council I douot not our Guid would send 
representatives, ‘This working by the synagogue unit may not recommend itself 
to Mrs. Adler as the best possible course tor her immediate object, I trust, 
however, she will see her way to adopt it in view of the natural auxiety we 
ladies of the synagogue feel, that no action of so intluential a person as the 
esteemed wite ot our Chief Rabbi should jeopardize the pew departure 
inaugurated by the St. John’s Wood Congregation of bringing the female 
element withiu the scope of the organisation of the synagogue.

Sir.—There is little doubt that the intluential and energetic advocacy of 
Mrs, Adler will soon make the proposed Jewish Ladies’ Clothing Guild, under 
one form or other, an accomplished fact. The collecuuon of garments will be a 
comparatively easy matter. The real difficulty hes in their efficient distribu- 
tion, and on this point Mrs, Adler's suggestions, owing probably to the irksome 
limitations of an initiatory letter, are too vague to be satisfactory. 

The chief recommendation of a Central Guild should be that it ensures to 
all deserving claimants their just quotas; that none should receive too little 
or toomuch. That all should receive garments suited to their special require- 
ments; that noneshould receive garments ill-suited to them. 

Obviously, there should be a receiving-house for all the collected garments 
where they could be sorted and stored so as to meet current and es 
demands. There should also be a Central Committee formed Psssnithos 
principles so as to secure representatives from local guilds. " om which have 
should have cognizance of all institutions, &c., that Dave claims the merits 
not been satisfied from other sources and allot grants according > overlapping 
of the demands and the extent of available supplies.

Beyond allotment there is the crucial question. of ms ‘in other words non- 
be not only benevolent but appropriate and diocesan bie if ladies and even 
pauperising.

Mrs. Adler suggests that the collecting Presidents should either send their 
supplies to the Board of Guardians, or distribute the clothing ainong institutions 
of their own selection, or send their garments to the various existing visiting 
Committees and District Visitors. These proposals appear to me to clash; but 
undoubtedly they would be fatal to the unity ot action and simplicity of 
organisation of a Central Guild. They certainly conflict with the conditions I 
have advanced of classification, allotment and distribution, Further, the choice 
of the Board of Guardians as a depit for the Guild's supplies, strikes me as 
questionable in any case. In the present besieged and cramped state of the 
Board's premises, their selection would entail confusion on all concerned. 

If you will find room for my remarks in your next issue I shall be grateful 
for being allowed to follow Mrs. Adler in the healthy discussion which Iam sure 
she hoped for when she introduced her interesting scheme to the notice of your

Sir.—At the present moment while consideration is being given to schemes 
for providing the poor with clothing, I should be grateful if you would allow 
me space in your valuable journal for the following suggestions. 

t appears to me that in addition to the collection of new and old garments 
which its be:ng advocated, it would be desirable to take charge of and distribute 
all articles of household utility such as bedding, furniture, books, &c., for which 
the original owners have no further use. I would suggest the establishment of 
a central depot to receive and deal with all such stores. 

The working of this depot should devolve on a Central Committee to be 
composed of representatives from local collecting guilds. To ensure simplicity 
and effectiveness of organisation, and above all to prevent the evil of overlapping. 
no articles should be distributed without a ticket, an entry of which would be 
made in a register to be kept by the custodian. The ticket or order books should 
be issued to the district Presidents forming the Centra! Committee, the Board 
of Gruardians and the Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting Committee 

To prevent pauperising, articles should only be given free to destitute cases, 
Whenever advisable, articles should be disposed of at nominal prices correspond- 
ing tothe means of the applicants. And the responsibility for fixing free 
gifts or charges should rest with the holder of the order books. In this way it 
is reasonable to suppose that the necessary expenses of premises and services 
would be defrayed and the Association be self-supporting. 

I shall be delighted if my scheme recommend itself sufficiently to any of 
your readers to induce discussion, and the eventual adoption of the main idea 
shaped into form by criticism and consideration. 

I may mention that I have sketched a detailed plan which is however too 
lengthy to trouble you with, It is at the service of anyone who may feel dis- 
posed to ask me for it,

THE JEWISH WORKING MEN'S CLUB AND ITS LICENSE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE. | 


Sir.—A general misunderstanding appears to exist respecting the licensing 
of the Jewish Working Men's Club and Lads’ Institute, I should theretore be 
obliged if you will kindly allow me to explain to the general public, through 
the medium of your paper, the purpose and extent of the license. The sole 
object of a license was originally to permit of our letting the Hall (which is 
quite apart from the Club) to the outside public, for such purposes as a Concert 
or Ball. So far as concerns the Entertainments, Concerts, Dances, &c., apper- 
taining to the Club itself, there has never been any necessity for a license, 
and whether the same were granted or refused it woutd in no way affect our 
conduct of the Club as heretofore. : 

In your last issue you reprinted a special memorandum which the Licensing 
Committee of the London County Counvil issued to the general body of 
Councillors in respect of our application. It is not my intention bere to enter 
into details with regard to this memorandum, as it has been efliciently answered 
elsewhere, but I shall be gladif you wili allow me to make use of this opportunity 
to place before your readers our version of the matter. Originally the license 
was granted to us by the now defunct Metropolitan Joard of Works: we held 
it under this body fora considerable period, but in its expiring days, for reasons 
which may be only too apparent, it announced to us the fact that certain 
specified structural alterations would be necessary before obtaining a renewal ot 
our license. At this time we had few opportunities of letting our Hall for 
purposes requiring a license, it being then, as now, in use nearly every week-day 
evening for gymnastic exercises, | 

A license to us, therefore, was of little or no value, but my Committee 
considered, and I am sure wisely, that (license or no license) if such alterations 
were necessary for the safety of the general public they were cqually necessary 
for the safety ot our own members. | 

In order to effect this it became essential for us to appeal to the Community 
for monetary assistance, for although the Club and Institute are entirely self- 
supporting, and there is no other Club in Great Britain, which without the sale 
of intoxicants is so, our surplus, never of much extent could, under no cireum- 
stances have borne this exceptional expense. 

You, sir, very kindly printed a letter of appeal from me, and we succeeded 
in raising a Jarge sum of money, all of which, and more, has been expended in 
carrying out these structural requirements. ) 

ur plans were submitted to, andapproved by the London County Council, 
and having completed the work we naturaily expected the renewal of our license. 
We were, however, informed that still further requirements would have to be 
met, requirements which for some reason or other were not brought under our 
notice until we had quite completed our reconstruction. ‘To these we objected, 
hence the refusal to renew the license by the Licensing Committee, which 
cecision was, however, on our protesting against it, reversed at the last meeting 
of the General Council. 

The various alterations we have made have cost rather more than £3.) 
and, unfortunately, we have only been able, up to the present, to comeat to 2"), 
leaving a deficit of some £500. Not being a charity, we are loth to add to the 
many calls already made upon the community, bat we are nevertheless very 
anxious to liquidate our debt.

are David. .. He used to be very fond ot saying in consequence of his name being 
non-Jewish, that it is better to be a good Jew with a non-Jewish name, than « 
pork eater with a Jewish name, and was fond of &xplaining how his name came 
to be Gordon, His grandfather lived in Gardume, a very small village betwe on 
Neustadt and Sveksney; his father came to reside in Neustadt, where he was 
named Cordon. Lots of surnames were taken incidentally and compulsorily by

WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 

On Sabbath last, the pulpit of the Berkeley Street Synagogue was occupiel 
by Mr. A. P. Bender, B.A. of St. John’s College, Cambridge, who selected as 
his theme the “ Divine Element and in-dwelling Religious Principle in Man.” 
Basing his discourse on Deut, xxx, 11-14, Mr. Bender remarked that in the pithy 
sentences of his text, Moses invited us to the realization of a world-old truth, 
held, alas! too loosely by most of us, that the soul of man was the lamp of the 
Lord. and that the Law of God had its ark in the human heart. The man who 
fully apprehended that great central truth had no need to be admonished to 
soar above himself—an idea which had been admirably expressed by an 
ancient adage : “Self-knowledge means Giod-knowledge.” The immanence of 
God in man was no mere dogma, but a fact nobly and protusely illustrated 
in the lives of the world’s heroes, (rod is as near to us to-day as He 
was to Moses in Horeb, or to Elijah on Carmel. His voice spoke to us now in 
the same appealing, inspiring tunes that it did in times gone by to the 
herdsman of Tekoab’ or the Prophets of the Exile. We should not tnink that, 
when our national sanctuary was destroyed and the glory of Israel vanished, 
the Shechinah. or Divine Presence, which the devout imagination of our fathers 
localised above the Ark of tbe Cherubim, took its departure from this 
material world. Nay, the lowliest human heart wasa potential Mount Zion, 
and the humblest Jewish home might be converted into a veritable Mount 
Sinai, where God should be eternally revealing Himself. For thus saith the 
Lord, * From the beginning I have not spoken in secret; I dwell with him that 
is of a contrite and humble spirit.’ | 

Yes, the revelation of (rod to main was not subject to fluctuations or 
finality. It was not to be traced only in the Bible, or in Nature, or in History. 
Its sole medium was not the earthquake or volcanic fires: the storm or the 
whirlwind : the thunder-clap or the lightning-flash. It was not conveyed only 
on the summit of some gigantic mountain-range, which mortal feet could never 
scale, nor behind the veil of some colossal Temple, which only the Titanic bands 
of a Solomon could ever rear.

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ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


On Sunday last the Monthly Meeting of the Council of the Angio-Jewish 
Association was held at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. There were 
Sir JtuLiaNn Bart., M.P.. President. in the chair. Sir 
*hilip Magnus, Captain Matthew Nathan, R.E., Revs. Dr. M. Gaster, A. Lowy, 
Prof, Marke and S. Singer, Messrs. H. H. Collins, E. H. d’Avigdor, Conrad J. 
Davis, Ellis A. Franklin, H. A. Franklin, F. B. Halford, F. H. Harvey-Samuel, 
Charles S. Henry, B. Kisch, A. Leon (President of the South London Branch) 
H. G, Lousada, E. M. Micholls, A. Sebag Montefiore, B. Newgass, Daniel 
Schloss, Leopold Schloss, Oswald J. Simon, A, E. Sydney, J. Zossenheim 
(President of the Leeds Branch). 

A letter was read from Mr. D. F. Schloss resigning his membership of the 
Council. On the motion of the Mr. B. be Mr. Oswa.p J.SiMon, 
it was resolved that Mr. Schloss be requested to withdraw his resignation, 

The Report of the Executive Committee was read and comprised the 
following subjects :— 

THe ApreaL.—The response to date has been £545 153. 61.—Brancurs.— 
A remittance, due last year, of £7 has been received from the Canterbury 
(New Zealand) Branch.— Persia.—A further despatch (already published 
in the Jewish Chronicle) has been received from the Foreign Office with 
reference to the threatened attack on the Jews at Hamadan. — Morocco,— 
Particulars (similar to those published in our last issue) have been 
given to the Association of outrages upon Jews committed by the 
new Governor of the Kasbah of Morocco City, for the most trivial of 
causes, The Executive Committee do not propose to make a representation 
through the Conjoint Committee to the Foreign Ojdtice at present in the 
hope that the cruelty of the Governor may prove to have been 
temporary. ‘They have however, requested to be kept informed of his pro- 
ceedings. — The Mellah at Mogador has, according to a statement in the 
Times of Morocco, been cleansed and whitewashed by directions of Mr. Reuben 
Elmaleh, President of the Board of the Jewish community. At the suggesticnof 
Mr. R. N. L. Johnston, H.B.M’s Vice-Consul, the JeyesSanitary Compounds Co., 
of London, have sent, tree of charge, a quantity of tluid for the disinfection of the 
Mellah.—Scuoo._s.—Application has been made for the renewal of the grant of 
£4 voted last year for the first time to the Adrianople Boys’ School. Including 
this grant, the Budget shows a deficit of 1192 francs, but the deficit is really 
2.502 francs, as an item of 1.405 francs appears on the income side of the state- 
mentas a loan.

A report received from the Head Mistress of the Beyrout Girls’ School shows 
thatthe institution is attended by‘) pupils (5) free and 3! paying). Needle- 
work and cutting out of material occupy a prominent place in the programme of 
studies, and English is taught in the higher class. An exhibition of work by 
girls, apprentices of the “ Munca” Society at Buchares*, which is subventioned 

by the Anglo-Jewish Association, was held in the early part of October, and 
was attended by a large number of visitors of all denominations, who expressed 
their thorough satistaction with the beauty and solidity of the work. ‘The 
Government delegate, in the course of a speech, emphasised the importance of: 
the work of the Society in giving poor Jewish girls an opportunity to earna 
respectable livelihood —An appeal, backed up by the Manchester Branch, 
has been made to the Association on behalfof the Talmud Torah Schoolat Corfu. 
‘The expenses for the secular instruction are provided by the Greek Government, 
but those for religious instruction bythe Jewish community. The outlays for 
salaries and clothing amount to 4,5 frances a year, and the income shows a 
deticit of 2.572 francs. As the prosperity of the community has been seriously 
affected by last vear’s occurrences at Corfu, the Association is asked to assist in 
meeting the deficit. There are 13) pupils, all non-paying, and there are also 40 
pupilsin the Infants’ Class, On the advice of the Rev. Dr. Gaster, the Execu- 
tive Committee recommend the renewal of the grant of £20 to the Jassy 
School. Of the 15) pupils, only 40 pay fees. The budget shows a deficit of 
1,200. franes. Dr. Lippe, the Hon. Director, writes that although the Roumanian 
anguaye is becoming less important than German, owing to the fact that 
many Jews are emigrating to America and South Africa, there has been no 
diminution in the time devoted to the former language or in the etticiency of 
the instruction. 

THE RESULT OF THE APPEAL. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he considered the result of the appeal up to the 
present to be most unsatisfactory and disappointing. The amount received 
really represented only what the Treasurer and himself had done. He firmly 
believed that if the members of the Council would put forward a little personal 
effort the deficit in the funds would disappear, and the Council would be able to 
deal more suitably with the demands which came before them. He considered 
the grant of £40 which had been made at the previous meeting towards com- 
bating the anti-Shechita agitation was simply ludicrous, when the magnitude of 
the question to be dealt with was considered. 

Mr, Leorotp ScuLoss said that the amount would have been totally in- 
adequate by itself, but the Swiss had collected a fairly large sum, and the 
Alhance Israclite Universelle of Paris, in assisting that collection. invited the 
Anglo-Jewish Association to contribute more asa mark of its practical sympathy 
than with a view to receiving any large grant. He regretted that the appeal had 
not been successful, but he would remind the Chairman that several members of 
the Council had recently increased their subscriptions. In view of the many 
claims in the community, they could not do more, and this applied in a great 
measure to their friends, 

Mr. J. ZossENNEIM suggested that delegates of the Council should more 
frequently be sent to the provinces, and 

Mr. E, A. FRaNKLIN, the Treasurer, pointed out that comparatively the 
provinces were well to the fore ; it was London that was lamentably behind in 
doing its duty to the Association. 

he Rev. Prof. Marks urged that the result of his experience had been that 
personal canvass was the only successful mode of obtaining new adherents to any 
philanthropic organisation. 

The CHAIRMAN supported this view and said that the waste-paper basket

PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA, | 


The CuatrMAN drew attention to the following which appeared in the 
Times of the 5th inst.: ‘The Society for the Relief of Aewilths 7 Jews have 
received from a truitworthy source, the following information by telegram, 
dated Jassy, November 3:—‘Jews under cruel persecution: many forced 
evictions from houses daily. Have seen official orders for wholesale evictions 
next Sunday; will affect 500 families. Jews’ petition to Prime Minister for 
leave remain over winter refused.” 

_ Dr. GASTER said that the evictions referred to were not, by any means, new 
phases of Roumanian persecution although they had not been previously 


reported. They took place mainly in Moldavia and not in Jassy and were to an 


| 


extent the outcome of the fall of the Bratiano Ministry. He had personally 
interviewed several of the Roumanian Ministers on the subject when they were 
in London, but without any effective result. They admitted they were power. 
less in the face of the wave of persecution which was sweeping over that 
country and especially after the action of a well-known deputy last year who 
sugvested the constitution of a special Committee to consider and to enquire as 
to what Jews settled in Roumania were aliens, The opposition newspapers had 
also circulated rumours that large numbers of Russian Jews had settled in 
Roumania and these statements had led to fresh outbreaks on the part of anti- 
Semites. ‘The facts mentioned in the telegram were not exceptional: the com- 
plaint wasa chronic one and under the circumstances he was of the opinion 
that. at the moment. the Council could not take any effective steps in connection 
with that telegram, 
APPROXIMATE ESTIMATES AND FINANCIAL STATEMENT, 

The approximate estimates from June, 18('2, to May, 18!"5, were submitted, 
and showed an estimated expenditure of £2444, against an estimated income of 
£2113. showing a deticit of £351, in addition to the present deficit of £50v, 
‘The Financial Statement for October included subscriptions, £20, donations, 
£255, and dividends, £16 (3s. Sd. The expenditure included School Grants, £82, 
Grant re Shechita in Switzerland, £40, General Expenses, £36, The deficit on 
October was L110. 

RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 

Ona recommendation being brought up “ ‘Thata Publhe Dinner,at which 
Sir Julian Goldsmid, Bart,. M.P., be requested to preside, be held in 1803, in 
aid of the funds of the Association.” the CHAIRMAN said that he could not sup-

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FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES. 


On Sunday last, the first Monthly Meeting, after the summer recess. of the 
Board of Federation of Synagogues was held at the Jewish Working Men's 
Club, Great Alie Street, Mr. President, in the chair. 

The CiTAIRM \N, in opening the proceedings, after referring to instances 
which the Federation had rendered financial assistance to synagogues during 
the recess, mentioned that on Dr. Lerner walked to his house to 
obtain his intercession On behalf of a hundred Jewish tailors who had been 
discharged by a non-Jewish emplover because they would not werk on the 
Feast of Tabernacles. Dr. Adier, whose attention had been drawn to the 
matter, wrote to the employer secking an interview, but not receiving a 
reply he very properly thought that it did not accord with the dignity of 
his office to thrust himself upon that gentleman. However, he (Mr. 
Montagu), together with Mr. E. H. Pickersgill, M.P., in whose constituency the 
workshop in question is situated, had ayn interview with very satisfactory 
results, in so tar as it was agreed that besides the Sabbaths thirteen days a 
year should be allowed. ‘The gentleman, in explanation of his action, urged 
that so many Jewish workmen volunteered, without any pressure, to work on 
the Feast of Tabernacles that he could not believe that work was forbidden on 
these days. He would draw the attention of the meeting to the report which 
appeared in the Jrivish Chronicle of the services held at Beaumont Hall, and of 
the peculiar action there taken by the Rev. B. Schewzik who had attempted to 
justify his procedure by comparing himself to Moses on Mount Sinai. He 
would point out that Moses was a very meek man. That the congregation had 
signified their assent to Mr. Schewzik’s proposition in favour of a new synagogue 
was not surprising, for Mr. Schewzik had appealed to Lord Rothschild and the 
congregation would assent to anything which might appear. to them to please 
the noble Lord. If a ballot were taken of the Jewish inhabitants of White- 
chapel, nine-tenths would vote against the new synagogue, and ninety-nine out 
of every hundred of the non-Jewish inhabitants would oppose its establishment 
there. There was a useful field further East, in Mile End, in Bow or Poplar. 
The Federation had gone on endeavouring to improve its synagogues, and for 
three years at least had not had any difference with any person or public body. 
The members of the Board knew well that if a large synagogue were placed in 
their midst to undersell them, they could not hope to make many new members, 
or to make sufficient progress to pay off their existing obligations or improve 
their synagogues, 

The SECRETARY read the report of the proceedings of the present 
Board which was about to expire. The Report referred to the amalgama- 
tions which had been arranged, to the improvements in the synagogues, and 
to the communications which the Federation has had with other communal 
institutions. 

The CHAIRMAN formally moved that the Report be adopted, and Mr. I. M. 
BoOEKBINDER, in seconding the resolution, said that the improvements which had 
been effected in the Chevra synagogues would redound to the lasting credit of 
the Federation and of its President. When he was first elected representative at the 
Board of Guardians, the condition of the synagogue in Fieldgate Street was 
thrown in his teeth, but when he applied to the President of the Board for 
practical aid in order to remove them to more suitable premises, he was refused. 

The Report was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. S. ALEXANDER, in moving for a return of the synagogues comprised in 
the Federation, the number of tneir members: of the vacant seats and of the 
prices, said that he did so because he saw that there existed a movement in very 
influential quarters for a resuscitation of the East End scheme. Whether that 
movement was being conducted legitimately he would not say, but every 
opportunity was being taken to introduce it by hook or by crook to the notice 
of the Council of the United Synagogue. He was surprised that at the previous 
meeting of the Council a prominent member of that body regarded it as a sign 
of enlightenment that, at the request of the Rev. B. Schewzik, the Avrwerim, 
or kneeling, had been abolished on the Day of Atonement at the Beaumont 
Hall Services, 

Mr. L. ConeEN said he saw no objection to the construction of the new 
synagogue. It would be a credit to the community. 

Mr. Mark Moses referring to the “tailor’s”’ incident mentioned by the 
Chairman, said that no great concession had been obtained because the scale of 
pay was for piece-work, Influence should be brought to bear upon the firm, 
which did only Governmental and County Council work, to pay a fair rate of 
wages. Referring to the synagogue question, he hoped that the Umited 
Synagogue would disperse the present congestion in Whitechapel! by building 
an attractive synagogue further eastwards. ‘he establishment of a synagogue in 
the North of London had attracted large numbers to that district, and a new 
synagogue further east would have the same effect. 

Mr. J. Houtman said that Mr. Cohen’s support of the new Synagogue 
was accounted for by his membership of the Hambro Synagogue. ‘The 
collection of large numbers for special services was only possible on three 
days in the year and then attracted undesirable notice. In his, the Sandys 
Row Synagogue, there were 3") vacant seats every Sabbath in the year. 

After some remarks by Messrs. 8. 8. Oppenheim N, Hart, K. Shaer 
and J. Singer, the return moved for was ordered. 

On the subject of the evening classes for foreign Jews, a letter from Dr, 
Lerner was read, urging the members of the minor synagogues to encourage 
attendance at the classes. It was resolved that the letter should be printed 
and circulated. On the motion of Mr. J. Singer it was resolved that the 
desirability of a Saturday evening class should be pointed out in the proper 
quarter. Letters were read from Messrs. Nathaniel L..Cohen and Charles De 
Pass, thanking the Federation for the measures already taken to further the 
success of the classes. ae 

Letters were read from the Prince’s Street Synagogue, pointing out that 
the building had been declared to be unsafe, and that the cost of the indispenable 
repairs would amount to L400. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Princes Street Synagogue was one of the 
oldest and most successful Synagogues in Spitalfields, and deserved to be 
assisted. The New Road Synagogue had already repaid £1) of the amount 
due from them, and he proposed that this sum should be advanced to the 
Princes Street Synagogue, free of interest, towards the cost of the repairs, and 
that an appeal should also be issued by the Federation, The resolution was 
carried unanimously. 

A letter was read from Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., enclosing a cheqne for 
£70), the amount he had previously undertaken to present to the Federation, 
for the purpose of being advanced to the New Road Synagogue, A cordial 
vote of thanks to Mr. Montagu was passed by acclamation. _ | 

A recommendation was brougit up from the Committee of the Burial 
Society for an alteration of the constitution of the society, and for an increase 
of the subscription, but that the question should be first submitted to the 
various synagogues in the Federation to elicit their views upon the matter. 
The recommendation was carried unanimously, and it was resolved that a 
general meeting of the members should be called to carry it into etfect

‘The winter at the Jewish Working Men Club and Lad's Institute, 
(rreat Alie Street. was inxugurated on Sunday evening by a concert organised 
by Mr. Bernhardt Cohen.

He had received a 
notice to attend the Committee's deliberations, but as he desired to be present 
at Lord Tennyson's funeral, which occurred the same day, he determined to 
postpone his application until the following week. However, the work of the 
Committee was performed more expeditiously than usual, and the result was a 
notification to appear on the following day, but as this was a Jewish holiday 
and he had necessarily to absent himself an adverse decision was arrived at 
without his having hada hearing. He. however, had his fling. before the full 
body of the Council, and as the members were aware a provisional license was 
granted. Anyone reading the reports in the press would imagine that he ran 
the Club for his own pecuniary purposes, and that he had made promises which 
were not kept. Their architect had proved that every promise had been 
rigorously fulfilled, and he himself had shown to the County Council the 
—— in payment of the alterations that had been executed. He hoped they 
would get over their little difiiculties with the Council, but if it should refuse a 
license, which was after all of little value, the Club could get on very well 
without it, as it had done for the past two years.—( Cheers.)
